“Nobody knows better than an actor what 
it means to speak only what has been given 


him to speak-—-to move—to turn—to laugh and 
to cry on cue and according to the whim of 
the dramatist he is serving.” 

Thus Burgess Meredith, former vice presi- 
dent and acting president of the Actors’ Equity 
Association and a recent visitor to Atlanta, 
opened a speech in New York explaining the 
actors’ reaction to the struggle between de- 
mocracy and dictatorship. They weye ex- 
pressed in a speech introducing Wendell L. 
Willkie. 

“This business of being a stooge under the 
guidance of a playwright is a pleasant one 
for an actor,” he continued. “It is make believe 
and it lasts only a couple of hours a ‘day. The 
prospect however of talking, laughing, crying, 
loving, shouting and living on cue 24 hours a 
day—of thinking only the words of a dicta- 
tor’s script, of becoming a perennial stooge to 
the whim of an unbearable playwright whose 
works you thoroughly. detest—such a prospect 
is one an actor is well qualified to speak out 
against.”
